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AML PUBLICATION PROGRAM 


The appearance of the Army Medical Library Author Catalog 
for 1950 marks, in some ways, the culmination of the first phase of 
e revolution that has taken place in the bibliographical publications 
of the Library. This is not the first annual volume of the Author 
atalog, but it is the first one for which all copy was completed at 
ihe Army Medical Library. As Miss Ruth MacDonald pointed out in 
her talk before the Honorary Consultants last fall (*), two separate 
yping and proofreading operations, one at the Library of Congress, 
ere required to produce the 1948 and 1949 issues. This year one 
yping and one proofreading have accomplished more than the two 
operations of the previous years. In addition, the 1950 Author Cata- 
logcontains a subject index, a new feature which should enhance its 
alue.

The first operational year of the new Current List of Medical 
Literature is now complete. During this period, over 55,000 peri- 
odicai articles and research project reports, plus a cumulative index 
to the first five issues, have been published. This material, gleaned 
from more than 1300 of the outstanding periodicals in medical and 
allied fields, will increase in amount with the constant additionof 
new journal titles indexed in the new Current List. 


The Library has published one extensive bibliography during 
the year - Pituitary-Adrenocortical Function. ACTH, Cortisone and 
Related Compounds, 366. p., and is now finishing the second such 
publication, on non-hematogenous plasma substitutes, expected to go 
to press next month.

HISTORY OF MEDICINE MEETING 


The Twenty-fourth Annual Meeting of the American Association 
of the History of Medicine was held in Baltimore, 3 to 5 May 1951, 
at the Johns Hopkins Institute of the History of Medicine, located in 
the Welch Medical Library. The various sessions were presided over 
by Dr. John F. Fulton, Yale University; Dr. Iago Galdston, New York 
Academy of Medicine; Dr. Richard H. Shryock, Johns Hopkins Insti- 
tute of the History of Medicine; and Dr. Ralph H. Major, President 
of the Association. Dr. Detlev Bronk, President of Johns Hopkins 
University, addressed the Dinner Session on 4 May. 


Dr. Claudius F. Mayer presented a paper on 'Metaphysical 
Trends in Modern Pathology" at the 4 May morning session. In ad- 
dition to the Director, other members of the Army Medical Library 
staff who attended the meeting were Dr. Dorothy M. Schullian, Miss 
Estelle Brodman, and Miss Mary E. Grinnell. 


PORTRAITS 


Solicitation was made in March of the members of the Asso- 
ciation of Honorary Consultants to the Army Medical Library whose 
portraits were not already in the collection. In response, twenty-five 
portraits have been received, and the file is now about two-thirds 
complete.

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COLONEL McNINCH HONORED 


Colonel Joseph H. McNinch, M. C., received the Alumni Achieve- 
ment Award of the Faculty of the College of Medicine, Ohio State 
University, at ceremonies held in Columbus on 15 May 1951. The 
certificate bears the inscription: "In recognition of Outstanding Pro- 
fessional Attainment, and of Distinguished Service to Mankind through 
an unswerving devotion to the highest ideals in the practice of the 
Art and Science of Medicine." 


The award was made at the time of the official dedication of 
the University's new Medical Center, which was followed by Scien- 
tific Sessions. 


CONSULTANTS AT AML

Dr. Ilse Bry made a survey early in May of the Library's 
collections in psychiatry, psychoanalysis, and the closely related 
areas. This survey was made on the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Scope and Coverage, and on Tuesday, 8 May, Dr. Bry 
met with the Committee to present her findings. Dr. Bry was well 
qualified for this work, by reason of her previous training in 
psychology, her experience as Assistant Editor of Psychological 
Abstracts, and by her work with the Psychoanalytic Collections 
Conference of New York City.

Some 2500 to 3000 portraits of medical men recently have been 
received for examination with a view to being added to our picture 
collection. 


The Library recently purchased Joseph Allen's letter to his 
daughter, Mary Ellen, dated 20 August 1832, telling of cures at- 
tempted and their effects during the early days of the cholera epi- 
demic in Philadelphia. Also purchased were 81 bound volumes of 
Acta Eruditorum, including supplemental series, covering the period: 
1682 to 1731.
